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| THEY MUST ACCEDE. 


Plea of the Filipinos Is Refused a 
Second Time. 


THEIR FIRST PROPOSAL REPEATED, 


They Find Otis, However, Unyielding, 
and Are Told Their Surrender 
Must Be on Our Terms—Fun- 
ston Made a Brigadier. 


Manila, May 3.—The second confer- 


ence, held Tuesday morning, between | 


Gen. Otis and the Filipino emissaries, 
Col. Manuel Arguelles and Lieut. Jose 
Bernal, terminated without any definite 
results. 
Return of the Envoys. 

Manila, May 3. — Maj. Manuel Ar- 
guelles and Lieut. Jose Bernal, of the 
staff of Gen. Antonio Luna, returned 
here Tuesday to renew and press the re- 
quest of Gen. Luna for a cessation of 
hostilities. They have found the field 
of labor a most uncongenial one. The 
two officers were received in conference 
by Maj. Gen. E. S. Otis. The proposals 
which they had to submit differed but 
slightly from those which they brought 
from the Filipino commander in the first 
place. They desired a little time in 
which to summon congress, and ex- 
pressed themselves as being confident 
that the congress will decree peace, be- 
cause the people desire it. They repre- 
sent that Aguinaldo is without power 
to surrender the army, and that. the 
congress must decide that question. 
Incidentally, the Filipino envoys as- 
serted that Aguinaldo had not yet made 
a fair test of his strength against the 
American forces, because only one- 
third of his army had been assembled 
together. 


Lhe envoys presented a letter from 


Senor Mabini, president and minister 
of foreign affairs in the cabinet of 
Aguinaldo, and who is the backbone of 


the Filipino organization. The com-. 


munication is personal and unofficial 
and seconds Col. Arguelles’ arguments. 

Whether or not Gen. Luna is sincere 
in his overtures, the negotiations are 
giving the insurgents a much-needed 
opportunity to rehabilitate their demor- 
alized forces. The truth is that dissen- 
sions among the leaders of the rebels 
is helping on the disorganization of 
the Filipino army almost as much as 
the American campign. 

Want Peace. 

In the course of the conference with 
the Filipino envoys, Gen. Otis agreed 
with the statement of Maj. Arguelles, 
that the people of the Philippine is: 
lands wanted peace, and he added that 
requests for protection are pouring in 
upon him from all portions of the coun- 
try. 

Repudiated by Aguinaldo. 

London, May 3.—Representatives of 
the Filipino junta say that they have re- 
ceived a telegram from Aguinaldo, 


dated April 30, in which he states that. 


his government has nothing to do with 
the present peace negotiations, which, 
he asserts, are being conducted by a 
group of half-castes and creoles who 
are anxious for peace in the expectation 
of getting high offices under a new gov- 
ernment. Several of these men, Aguin- 
aldo says, are members of the Filipino 
congress, where they are endeavoring 
to outvote him. Aguinaldo added that 
he had had no direct negotiations with 
the Americans since the fall.of Malolos, 
when certain proposals passed between 
Mr. D. C. Worcester, of the American 
Philippine commission, and a represen- 
tative of Aguinaldo, looking to a peace 
based upon independence with an 
American alliance. Aguinaldo disavows 
the present negotiations, and adds that 
under no circumstances will he accept 
an American protectorate. 


The dispatch concludes with a con- | 
temptuous reference to Maj. Arguelles 


as a Spanish officer who has no more au- 
thority to act on behalf of Aguinaldo 
than has Luna himself. 
Whipped by Lawton. 
Washington, May 3.—The following 
cablegram was received by the war de- 
partment shortly before midnight: 


“Manila, May 3.— Adjutant General, 
Washington: Gen. Lawton’s column pass- 
ing westward from Norzagaray captured 
Balinag and villages in vicinity yesterday, 
scattering and pursuing 1,600 insurgent 
troops. His only casualties two wounded; 
insurgent loss, several killed; large num- 
ber wounded and captured. Numbers not 
stated. Have open communication with 
Lawton via Malolos by means of Hale’s 
troops and detachments from city. 

ae “OTIS” 
Authentic News from Gilmore. 


Manila, May 3.—The first authentic 
information regarding Lieut. J. C. Gil- 
more and his party of fourteen men 
from the United States runboat York- 


more and seven enlisted mer navy lost 
from Yorktown and six enlisted menarmy, 
three of the six wrongfully arrested in 
January before hostilities commenced, all 
reported to be doing well. Beside the above 
two men in hands insurgents, South and 
Capt. Rockefeller, still unaccounted for. 
“DEWEY.” 


Funston Is Rewarded. 

Washington, May 3. — The president 
has appointed Col. Frederick Funston, 
of the Twentieth Kansas, a brigadier 
general of volunteers. The appoint- 
ment was recommended by Maj. Gen. 
MacArthur and supplemented very 
strongly by Gen. Otis in a cable dis- 
patch received Monday. 

Gen. MacArthur said that the serv- 
ices of Col. Funston during the cam- 
paign, and especially in the crossing 
of the Rio Grande river, deserve rec- 
ognition such as his promotion to bea 
brigadier general, also that as a leader 
of troops Col. Funston was especially 
valuable. The president recognizes the 
services of Col. Funston and his first of- 
ficial act upon returning to Washington 
was to make him a brigadier general. 

The cable which Gen. Otis sent Mon- 
day says: | 

“MacArthur strongly recommends Col. 
Funston’s appointment brigadier general 
for signal skill and gallantry crossing Rio 
Grande river and most gallant services 
since commencement of war. I urge ap- 


pointment; Funston able as leader of men 
and has earned recognition.’’ 


Dispatch from Dewey. 

Washington, May 3. — The following 
cablegram has been received from Ad- 
miral Dewey by the navy department: 

‘“Manila, May 2.—Secretary Navy, Wash- 
ington: I cannot get further information 
concerning Gilmore and party now. As 
soon as this information is obtained I wil} 
telegraph. Information reached me to- 
day from Guam, dated March 20: ‘Inhab- 
itants are quiet and contented under the 
United States flag.” When will the Glacier 
depart? 

(Signed) © “DEWEY.” 

It is stated at the navy department 
that the Glacier will sail from New 
York May 15 for Manila. 

Talks of Peace Prospects. 

Washington, May 3.—President Mc- 
Kinley talked with his official callers 
before the cabinet meeting Tuesday 
about the prospects of peace in the Phil- 
ippines. It is believed that some ad- 
vices from Gen. Otis have been received, 
enlarging upon the propositions which 
were submitted by the Filipino delega- 
tion, which have not been made public, 
and which give the officials additional 
information concerning the situation. 
The president expressed the opinion 
that the end was in sight, and said he 
believed that the Filipinos will not hold 
out much longer. He regarded the con- 
ditions as most hopeful. The fact that 
negotiations for peace are in progress 
has stopped all talk of calling out the 
35,000 additional volunteers. 

Appreciates Work of Volunteers, 

Washington, May 3.—The president 
has assured several of his congressional] 
visitors from the west of his deep appre- 
ciation of the services rendered by the 
volunteers, especially those who have 
remained with their regiments since the 
proclamation of peace. He has said to 
these senators and representatives that 
it is his earnest desire to reward, in 
sonie fitting way, the courage and en- 
durance of the volunteers who had the 
right to be discharged upon demand, 
but who have continued in the service 
and materially gee bringing the 
Philippine war to a close. It is more 
than likely that President McKinley 
will recommend to congress the strik- 
ing of a separate medal for these vol- 
unteers, which will differ from the 
inedals of honor, and yet be a memento 
of the Philippine campaign and a recog- 
nition of the government’s gratitude to 
those who have upheld the flag and sup- 
ported the government. : 


AT MERCY OF MATAAFANS. 


People of Apia, Samoa, Imperiled by 
Powers’ Order for Cessation 
of Hostilities, 


Wellington, N. Z., May 3. — Advices 
from Samoa indicate that the instruc- 
tions received from the powers to cease 
hostilities make the situation in the is- 
lands very serious, as the Mataafa 
rebels hold the main food supplies and 
are again near the municipality of Apia. 

The correspondent of Reuter’s News 
agency thinks it is evident that the 
home authorities have misunderstood 
the situation in Samoa. The Germans 
and rebels are jubilant and claim a vic- 
tory over the British and American 
forces. The correspondent says that 
unless the rebels are made to submit 
the difficulties will remain unsolved.

BARRED FROM MAILS. 


Atkinson’s Anti-Imperialistic Pam- 
phlets Excluded from Manila. 


FOSTER DISCONTENT AND MUTINY, 


Festmaster-General Issues an Order— 
Cabinet Discusses the Subject— 
Author May Be Punished for 
Aiding Insurrection. 


Washington, May 3.—The postmas. 
ter-general has directed the postmas- 
ter at San Francisco to take out of the 
mails for Manila three pamphlets is- 
sued by Edward Atkinson, of Boston, 
vice-president of the Anti-Imperialistic 
league. This order does not apply to 
the circulation of the pamphlets in this 
country, but bars their dispatch from 
this country to the Philippines, dis- 
eontent and even mutiny among the 
soldiers being stated by the department 
to be the design of these publications. 
The three pamphlets, copies of which 
rave been prohibited in the mails for 
the Philippines, are those which have 
the following titles: “Criminal Ag 
gression by Whé@m?” “The Cost of a 
National Crime,” and “The Hell of War 
and Its Penalties.” These, unless 
something should develop to necessitate 
further action, may be circulated 
through the mails within this country. 
According to Mr. Atkinson’s own state- 
ment, as reported, a large number of 
the pamphlets have been sent out. The 
matter was brought to the attention of 
the postal officials by the war depart- 
ment, whose authorities were greatly 
exercised, with a suggestion that some 
action be taken. It is thought that 
there is little possibility of any of these 
‘publications getting past the San Fran- 
cisco office, but if a few should, the mil- 
itary authorities in the Philippines will 
promptly suppress them. 
Incite to Mutiny. 

Postmaster-General Emory Smith 
made this statement Tuesday: 

“These pamphlets actually incite to 
mutiny, and it would be utterly unjustifia- 
ble to permit their circulation among the 
soldiers in the Philippines. 'Their circula- 
tion is a movement to induce the soldiers 
to disobey orders and in effect to em- 
barrass and resist the government in 
whose services they are engaged. Their 
circulation, except in the mails for the 
Philippines, is not interfered with, be- 
cause, in being sent to Manila, they are 
destined for soldiers fighting our battles; 
but in this country the effort to incite to 
mutiny could have no result. Not only are 
they designed to incite to mutiny the Amer- 
ican soldiers in those islands, but also to 
foment and encourage insurrection on the 
part of the Filipinos themselves. Such se- 
ditious literature as now estopped might 
have an effect on the forces we now are 
dealing with that would be incalculably to 
their advantage and certainly would tend 
to stimulate and strengthen their already 
weakening opposition. The law covering 
the cases ample. What action might be 
taken—and the offense is of the gravest 
character—is not to be discussed. I do not 
believe there is any intention to prose- 
eute Mr. Atkinson, as the matter now 
stands. The authority to do so, however, 
is plain. He not only attacks the presi- 
dent and the government in the most viru- 
lent language and disputes the national 
policy, but also calls on the American 
troops to defy the government. Certainly 
this government is empowered to stop or 
check, as it sees fit, the circulation of 
these seditious publications.” 

May Be Punished. 

Washington, May 3.—The absentees 
from Tuesday’s cabinet meeting were 
Secretaries Gage, Long, Alger and Wil- 
son. One of the subjects of discussion 
was the circulars which were mailed to 
the troops at Manila criticising the 
Philippine poliey of the government 


and advising volunteers whose term of 


service’ is about to expire not to re- 
enlist. A member of the cabinet in 
speaking of the matter said that Mr. 
Edward Atkinson, of Boston, who is 
beiieved to have been largely instru- 
mental in the preparation and sending 
out of these circulars, was unquestion- 
ably guilty of assisting an insurrection 
against the authority of the United 
States, and was subject to a term of 
imprisonment or a heavy fine, or both. 
The law which it is said has been vio- 
lated is section 5334 of the revised 
statutes, which is as follows: 

“Eyery person who incites, sets on foot, 
assists, or engages in any rebellion or in- 
surrection against the authority of the 
United States, or the laws thereof, or gives 
aid or comfort thereto, shall be punished by 
imprisonment not more than ten years, or 
by a fine of not more than $10,000, or by both 
of such punishments; and shall, moreover, 
be incapable of holding any,office under the 
United States,” 

What action, if any, will be taken in 
the matter has not been determined, 
but it is said that the government is 
disposed to regard the acts of Mr. At- 
kinson as those of a person without 
any proper conception of the gravity of 


States. Therefore any action taken to- 
werds keeping them out of the mails 
would imply that congressional records 
and official documents of the United States 
are unsuitable to be sent to officers of the 
volunteer regiments now in Manila, whose 
terms of service and whose return to this 
country is demanded by officials of cer- 
tain states who say that the men are en- 
titled to discharge.” 


Mr. Atkinson‘said he had sent copies 
of these documents to Admiral Dewey, 
President Schurman, Prof. Worcester, 


Gen. Otis, Gen. Lawton, Gen. Miller and 


two copies to the correspondent of a 
New York illustrated weekly. 

Mr. Atkins said: “If this attempt to 
forbid free speech and free mails to the 
people of this country has been made, 
which I cannot believe, I think the peo- 
ple will decide themselves what to do 
about it.” 


A STRANGE AFFAIR. 


Woman Kills Another Woman with 
Whom She Was Infatuated and 
Then Commits Suicide, 


Stockton, Cal., May 3.—-A peculiar 
tragedy came to light here Tuesday 
when the bodies of Mrs. William Hick- 
man and Mrs. H. A. Hassall, clasped in 
loving embrace, but both dead, were 
found in a room of a lodging house, a 
bullet having ended the life of each. 
Mrs. Hassall had been morbidly infatu- 
ated with Mrs. Hickman for some 
months. Monday night Mrs. Hassall 
told Mrs. Hickman that she was going 
to start for London 'Tuesday and begged 
Mrs. Hickman to spend the night with 
her. Mrs. Hickman consented, and her 
relatives, growing alarmed at her non- 
appearance, visited the lodging house 
and discovered the bodies. Mrs. Hassall 
had killed Mrs. Hickman and then her- 
self. Mrs. Hassall came from London, 
England, and called herself the duch- 
ess, Claiming that her husband is a 
duke. She became so madly infatu- 
ated with Mrs. Hickman that her hus- 
band left her, but the couple were about 
to be reconciled. Mrs. Hassall is the 
chief ranger of the order of foresters 
in this city and is supposed to be well 
to do. Medical men are of the opinion 
that Mrs. Hassali was insane. The case 
is similar to one which occurred at 
Memphis a few years ago.

kere Tuesday to renew and press the re- 
quest of Gen. Luna for a cessation of 
hostilities. They have found the field 
of labor a most uncongenial one. The 
two officers were received in conference 
by Maj. Gen. E. S. Otis. The proposals 
which they had to submit differed but 
slightly from those which they brought 
from the Filipino commander in the first 
place. They desired a little time in 
which to summon congress, and ex- 
pressed themselves as being confident 
that the congress will decree peace, be- 
cause the people desire it. They repre- 
sent that Aguinaldo is without power 
to surrender the army, and that, the 
congress must decide that question. 
Incidentally, the Filipino envoys as- 
serted that Aguinaldo had not yet made 
a fair test of his strength against the 
American forces, because only one- 
third of his army had been assembled 
together. 

Lhe envoys presented a letter from 


Senor Mabini, president and minister 


of foreign affairs in the cabinet of 
Aguinaldo, and who is the backbone of 
the Filipino organization. The com- 
munication is personal and unofficial 
and seconds Col. Arguelles’ arguments. 

Whether or not Gen. Luna is sincere 
in his overtures, the negotiations are 
giving the insurgents a much-needed 
opportunity to rehabilitate their demor- 
alized forces. The truth is that dissen- 
sions among the leaders of the rebels 
is helping on the disorganization of 
the Filipino army almost as much as 
the American campign. 

Want Peace. 

In the course of the conference with 
the Filipino envoys, Gen. Otis agreed 
with the statement of Maj. Arguelles, 
that the people of the Philippine is: 
lands wanted peace, and he added that 
requests for protection are pouring in 
upon him from all portions of the coun- 
try. 

Repudiated by Aguinaldo. 

London, May 3.—Representatives of 
the Filipino junta say that they have re- 
ceived a telegram from Aguinaldo, 
dated April 30; in whieh he states that 
his government has nothing to do with 
the present peace negotiations, which, 
he asserts, are being conducted by a 
group of half-castes and creoles who 
are anxious for peace in the expectation 
of getting high offices under a new gov- 
ernment. Several of these men, Aguin- 
aldo says, are members of the Filipino 
congress, where they are endeavoring 
to outvote him. Aguinaldo added that 
he had had no direct negotiations with 
the Americans since the fall.of Malolos, 
when certain proposals passed between 
Mr. D. C. Worcester, of the American 
Philippine commission, and a represen- 
tative of Aguinaldo, looking to a peace 
based upon independence with an 
American alliance. Aguinaldo disavows 
the present negotiations, and adds that 
under no circumstances will he accept 
an American protectorate. 

The dispatch concludes with a con- 


temptuous reference to Maj. Arguelles | 


as a Spanish officer who has no more au- 
thority to act on behalf of Aguinaldo 
than has Luna himself. 
Whipped by Lawton. 
Washington, May 3.—The following 
cablegram was received by the war de- 
partment shortly before midnight: 


“Manila, May 3. — Adjutant General, 
Washington: Gen. Lawton’s column pass- 
ing westward from Norzagaray captured 
Balinag and villages in vicinity yesterday, 
scattering and pursuing 1,600 insurgent 
troops. His only casualties two wounded; 
insurgent loss, several killed; large num- 
ber wounded and captured. Numbers not 
stated. Have open communication with 
Lawton via Malolos by means of Hale’s 
troops and detachments from city. 


“OTIS.,’* 
Authentic News from Gilmore. 


Manila, May 3.—The first authentic 
information regarding Lieut. J. C. Gil- 
more and his party of fourteen men 
from the United States gunboat York- 
town, who were captured by the Fil- 
ipinos on April 12, was received Tues- 
day, at the hands of Maj. Arguelles, 
of the staff of Gen. Antonio Luna. It 
is in the form of a list of the missing 
men and is signed by Lieut. Gilmore. 
The lieutenant reports that he and his 
party have been brought across the 
mountains from Baler, where they were 
captured. 

This information was brought in re- 
sponse to a note which Maj.-Gen. Mac- 
Arthur sent to Gen. Luna by Maj. 
Shields and Lieut. Hayne, and which 
those officers, bearing a flag of truce, 
carried across Gen. Luna’s lines on 
Monday evening. The note, after ask- 
ing for information regarding Amer- 
ican prisoners in Gen. Luna’s hands, 
concluded with the mesage that he 
(Gen. MacArthur) would be pleased to 
meet Gen. Luna. 

The officers-left ten days’ provisions 
for the prisoners on a handcar at the 
end of the bridge, placing the car in the 
keeping of Filipinos, whose conduct 
throughout the various negotiations 
has been all that could. be expected of 
a civilized nation. 

The Prisoners. 

Washington, May 3.—The following 
cablegram was received at the war de- 
partment at midnight: 

“Manila, 
Washington: List prisoners in hands in- 
surgents just received shows Lieut. Gil- 
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May 3. — Adjutant General, 
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day says: 

“MacArthur strongly recommends Col. 
Funston’s appointment brigadier general 
for signal skill and gallantry crossing Rio 
Grande river and most gallant services 
since commencement of war. I urge ap- 
pointment; Funston able as leader of men 
and has earned recognition.” 

Dispatch from Dewey. 

Washington, May 3. — The following 
cablegram has been received from Ad- 
miral Dewey by the navy department: 

‘Manila, May 2.—Secretary Navy, Wash- 
ington: I cannot get further information 
concerning Gilmore and party now. AS 
soon as this information is obtained I will 
telegraph. Information reached me to- 
day from Guam, dated March 20: ‘Inhab- 
itants are quiet and contented under the 
United States flag.’ When will the Glacier 
depart? 

(Signed) / “DEWEY.” 

It is stated at the navy department 
that the Glacier will sail from New 
York May 15 for Manila. 


Talks of Peace Prospects. 
Washington, May 3.—President Mc- 


Kinley talked with his official callers | 


before the cabinet meeting Tuesday 
about the prospects of peace in the Phil- 
ippines. It is believed that some ad- 
vices from Gen. Otis have been received, 
enlarging upon the propositions which 
were submitted by the Filipino delega- 
tion, which have not been made public, 
and which give the officials additional 
information concerning the situation. 
The president expressed the opinion 
that the end was in sight, and said he 
believed that the Filipinos will not hold 
out much longer. He regarded the con- 
ditions as most hopeful. The fact that 
negotiations for peace are in progress 
has stopped all talk of calling out the 
35,000 additional volunteers. 
Appreciates Work of Volunteers, 
Washington, May 3.—The president 
has assured several of his congressional 
visitors from the west of his deep appre- 
ciation of the services rendered by the 
volunteers, especially those who have 
remained with their regiments since the 
proclamation of peace. He has said to 
these senators and representatives that 


it is his earnest desire to reward, in 


some fitting way, the courage and en- 
durance of the volunteers who had the 
right to be discharged upon demand, 
but who have continued in the service 
and materially wien pe bringing the 
Philippine war to a close. It is more 
than likely that President McKinley 
will recommend to congress the strik- 
ing of a separate medal for these vol- 
unteers, which will differ from the 
inedals of honor, and yet be a memento 
of the Philippine campaign and a recog- 
nition of the government’s gratitude to 
those who have upheld the flag and sup- 
ported the government. l 


AT MERCY OF MATAAFANS. 


People of Apia, Samoa, Imperiled by 
Powers’ Order for Cessation 
of Hostilities. 


Wellington, N. Z., May 3. — Advices 
from Samoa indicate that the instruc- 
tions received from the powers to cease 


hostilities make the situation in the is- 


lands very serious, as the Mataafa 
rebels hold the main food supplies and 
are again near the municipality of Apia. 
The correspondent of Reuter’s News 
agency thinks it is evident that the 
home authorities have misunderstood 
the situation in Samoa, The Germans 
and rebels are jubilant and claim a vic- 
tory over the British and American 
forces. The correspondent says that 
unless the rebels are made to submit 
the difficulties will remain unsolved. 


Baltimore Chooses New Mayor, 

Baltimore, Md., May 3.—One of the 
most exciting campaigns: in the his- 
tory of Baltimore city resulted Tuesday 
in a democratic landslide. Thomas G, 
Hayes was elected mayor by nearly 
9,000 majority over William T. Malster 
(rep.), the present incumbent. The 
democrats elected all of their candi- 
dates for the second branch of the city 
council and 18 of the 24 members of the 
first branch. 


Street Car Lines Tied Up. 

Duluth, Minn., May 3.—The strike of 
the union employes of the . Duluth 
Street Railway company was felt by 
the public Tuesday night more than at 
any time.

The three pamphlets, copies of which 
have been prohibited in the mails for 
the Philippines, are those which have 
the following titles: ‘Criminal Ag 
gression by Wh@m?” “The Cost of a 
National Crime,” and “The Hell of War 
and Its Penalties.” These, unless 
something should develop to necessitate 
further action, may be circulated 
through the mails within this country. 
According to Mr. Atkinson’s own state- 
ment, as reported, a large number of 
the pamphlets have been sent out. The 
matter was brought to the attention of 
the postal officials by the war depart- 
ment, whose authorities were greatly 
exercised, with a suggestion that some 
action be taken. It is thought that 
there is little possibility of any of these 
‘publications getting past the San Fran- 
cisco office, but if a few should, the mil- 
itary authorities in the Philippines will 
promptly suppress them, 

Incite to Mutiny. 

Postmaster-General Emory Smith 

made this statement Tuesday: 


“These pamphlets actually incite to 
mutiny, and it would be utterly unjustifia- 
ble to permit their circulation among the 
soldiers in the Philippines. Their circula- 
tion is a movement to induce the soldiers 
to disobey orders and in effect to em- 
barrass and resist the government in 
whose services they are engaged. Their 
circulation, except in the mails for the 
Philippines, is not interfered with, be- 
cause, in being sent to Manila, they are 
destined for soldiers fighting our battles; 
but in this country the effort to incite to 
mutiny could have no result. Not only are 
they designed to incite to mutiny the Amer- 
ican soldiers in those islands, but also to 
foment and encourage insurrection on the 
part of the Filipinos themselves. Such se- 
ditious literature as now estopped mighi 
have an effect on the forces we now are 
dealing with that would be incalculably to 
their advantage and certainly would tend 
to stimulate and strengthen their already 
weakening opposition. The law covering 
the case~is ample. What action might be 
taken—and the offense is of the gravest 
character—is not to be discussed. I do not 
believe there is any intention to prose- 
cute. Mr. Atkinson, as the matter now 
stands. The authority to do so, however, 
is plain. He not only attacks the presi- 
dent and the government in the most viru- 
lent language and disputes the national 
policy, but also calls on the American 
troops to defy the government. Certainly 
this government is empowered to stop or 
check, as it sees fit, the circulation of 
these seditious publications.” 

May Be Punished. 


Washington, May 3.—The absentees 
from Tuesday’s cabinet meeting were 
Secretaries Gage, Long, Alger and Wil- 
son. One of the subjects of discussion 
was the circulars which were mailed to 
the troops at Manila criticising the 
Philippine poliey of the government 


and advising volunteers whose term of 


service’ is about to expire not to re- 
enlist. A member of the cabinet in 
speaking of the matter said that Mr. 
Edward Atkinson, of Boston, who is 


believed to have been largely instru- 


mental in the preparation and sending 
out of these circulars, was unquestion- 
ably guilty of assisting an insurrection 
against the authority of the United 
States, and was subject to a term of 
imprisonment or a heavy fine, or both. 
The law which it is said has been vio- 
lated is section 5334 of the revised 
statutes, which is as follows: 

“Eyery person who incites, sets on foot, 


assists, or engages in any rebellion or in- 


surrection against the authority of the 


* United States, or the laws thereof, or gives 


aid or comfort thereto, shall be punished by 
imprisonment not more than ten years, or 
by a fine of not more than $10,000, or by both 
of such punishments; and shall, moreover, 
be incapable of holding any,office under the 
United States,” 


What action, if any, will be taken in 
the matter has not been determined, 
but it is said that the government is 
disposed to regard the acts of Mr. At- 
kinson as those of a person without 
any proper conception of the gravity of 
the offense committed, and the gov- 
ernment may not at this time take ac- 
tion against Mr. Atkinson and his as- 
sistants. The  postmaster-general 
stated at the cabinet meeting that he 
had ordered the circulars stopped at 
San Francisco. Members of the ad- 
ministration regard Mr. Atkinson’s al- 
leged action as seditious and disgrace- 
ful and it is not improbable that, if re- 
peated, prompt and energetic action 
will be taken.

Mrs. Hassall came from London, 
England, and called herself the duch- 
ess, Claiming that her husband is a 
duke. She became so madly infatu- 
ated with Mrs. Hickman that her hus- 
band left her, but the couple were about 
to be reconciled. Mrs. Hassall is the 
chief ranger of the order of foresters 
in this city and is supposed to be well 
to do. Medical men are of the opinion 
that Mrs. Hassali was insane. The case 
is similar to one which occurred at 
Memphis a few years ago.

Laid in Arlington Cemetery. 

Washington, May 3.—The bodies of 
252 of the soldier dead brought from 
the battlefields of Cuba and Porto Rico 
by the steamer Crook were isterred at 
Arlington cemetery Tuesday with mili- 
tary honors, The ceremony was iden- 
tical with that held on the occasion of 
the interment of the bodies brought by 
the Crook on her first trip about a 
month ago, but neither the president 
nor the members of his cabinet were 
present Tuesday as on the former oc- 
casion. 


Many Strikes Anticipated. 

Toledo, O., May 3.—The general move- 
ment among the labor organizations 
of the city for increased wages is liable 
to precipitate a number of strikes. The 
carpenters, electrical workers, ice 
handlers, team owners and laundry 
workers are all engaged in a contention 
for an increase and talk of strike is 
very prevalent. The carpenters have 
not as yet obtained their demands for 
a nine-hour day at 25 cents an hour. 


River Still Rising. 

Menomineey Mich., May 3.—The Me- 
nominee river continues to rise and 
the danger of an inundation is not past. 
A crew of men worked all night, throw- 
ing up a dike on Reindls street, to pre- 
vent an overflow of the residence por- 
tion of the town. Over 1,000 logs owned 
by J. A. Dobey, of Green Bay, piled on 
the shore of Green bay, six miles north 
of this city, were swept out Monday 
night. 


Asbestos Mine Sold. 

Atlanta, Ga., May 3.—The famous as- 
bestos mine at Sall Mountain, in White 
county, has been sold for $200,000 to 
Bancroft and Kennick, mining engi- 
neers of London. Thé sale on the basis 
of $200,000 is the greatest amount ever 
paid for a mine in the state of Georgia, 
not excepting that of some of the gold 
mines in the northern part of the state.

Railroad Earnings Last Year. 

Gross railroad earnings in 1898 on 
163,181 miles of road, as compiled by 
the Financial Chronicle, aggregated 
$1,180,000,000, compared with $1,112,- 
417,900 in 1897. This is an increase of 
6 per cent over very large totals for the 
previous year, and amounts to over 
$7,000 per mile. Operating expenses 
on the same roads increased only 5.9 
per cent, thus leaving for net earnings 
an increase of 6.2 per cent.

VADER ROGERS GETS 


NO COMFORT FROM U. OF M. 


IN THE ANTI- IMPERIALISTIC STAND HE 
IS NOW TAKING. 


(When Henry Wade Rogers, of North- 
western university, and Je Lawrence 
Laughlin, of Chicago university, in the 
recent Chicago anti-expansion meeting, 
expressed opposition to President Mc- 
Kinley’s policy in the Philippines, they 
did not by any means voilce the unani- 
mous sentiment of the professors in 
Western colleges and universities. In 
order to obtain for the public a fair idea 
of this sentiment, ithe ‘Chicago Tribune 
asked its correspondents at various col- 
lege towns to interview ten representa- 
tive men of the faculties and secure ex- 
pressions of opinion from, them. 

Seventeen institutions of learning 
were included in the inquiry. One hun- 
dred and sixty-two professors were 
seen, and of that numlber 127 emphat- 
ically indorsed the work the govern- 
ment is doing on the island of Luzon. 
Ninteen were outspoken in opposition 
and sixteen were not willing to proffer 
an opinion. 

At Michigan university six were with 
the president, two were non-committal 
and two were opposed. The following 
are the expressed sentiments of the 
ten: 

President Angell—We are at peace 
here, and I do not care to express my- 
self on the matter at all.

Caleb Eaton this morning, the opening 
of Attorney Lehman gave a hint that 
it would be one of the most sensational 
on the docket this term.

his children. This land was valued at

fendant, Mr. Eaton, but. would not have

liam E. Bell, in whom he had confi- 
denice, and Roland Fletcher and Victor 
Sandford to make a deal for him. In 
the meantime Mr. Eaton had acquired | 
the interest of the children in the Smith 
property. Mr. Eaton employed Mr. Bell 
to bring about a deal by which the old 
man was defrauded out of his property. 

“There was a man named John P. 
Reed, who had the title to what, was 
known at the Whittaker Tavern, which 
was worth only $5007 One or more of 
the above gentlemen made a deal W ith 
Mr. Reed—that is, they figured in the 
deal.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


A PAPER THAT WILL CAUSE 
GREAT DISCUSSION. 


0. E. BUTTERFIELD ADVANCES 
SOME STRONG IDEAS, 


-(Continued from Monday.) 

A short time after its introduction a 
number of citizens.commeniced proceed- 
ings in the eourts to restrain the prac- 
tice on the ground thiat they were taxed 
for the support of a tealcher of religion 
although the readings were without 
note or comment. The circuit court held 
that the objection was well taken and 
granted the injunction. 

The case was taken to the supreme 
court, where it iwas presented with full- 


ness and ability, but a majority of the 


court held that the judgment of the 
lower court should be reversed, not 


‘upon the theory that the ordinance: of 
1787 requiring the teaiching of religion, 


but upon the ground that ‘Readings 
from the Bible’ read without note or 
comment did not constitute the reader 
a teacher of religion. 

Justice Moore vigorously dissented 
from this opinion, but of course the mo- 
jority prevailed and the decision be- 
came the law of this state: 

I am told that political . influences 
have prevented the use of the book in 
the Detroit schools the present year, 
but that the officers are contemplating 
the resumption of the realdings. : 

How general the practice may become 
in this state under the influence of that 
decision perhaps no one may Say, but I 
regard the opinion of the majority of 
the court as a public misfortune. 

It was admitted in the argument of 
that case before the supreme court that 
the book’ is “devoted almost entirely to 
the subject of religion,” but the major- 
ity of the judges held that the words 
“teacher of religion” used in the con- 
stitution are synonymous with the word 
minister,

The total income 
from passengers for the year J590 was

Therefore the German government- 
owned railways could, have carried 426,- 
056,250 passengers absolutely free. ard 
still have a net profit of $34,182,307. 09. 


Erom 1882 to 1892 the net profit. in- 


creased 41 per cent, and the wages are 


121 per cent higher than: under private 
ownership. The railways cost an aver- 


age of $92,085.99 “per mile, a sum more: 


than three times what it would cost the 
government to duplicate them today. 

Had the German government built all 
its railway system, 
construction and the ‘profit on sale of 
roads, extra interests, etc., 
reduced the freight and express rates 
one-half, carried passengers free, in- 
' creased the wages of the employees $100 
a year and made both ends meet. 

Capitalists and their paid attorneys 
and the daily press often use as an ar- 
gument against government ‘ownership 
the lower rate of ‘wages “which prevail 
on the government- olw nie, railways of 
Europe, as compared ‘to the. wages-paid 
on the private-owned railways of this 
country.

COULD NOT BE PROVEN 


AN OLD MAN ALLEGED TO HAVE BEEN 
 HORNSWOGGLED. 2 


In the case of John N: W, Smith ‘vs. 
Caleb Eaton this morning, the opening 
of «Attorney Lehman gave a hint that 
it would be one of the most sensational 
on the docket this term. The~ plaintiff 
is an old man living in Superior, and 
the defendant is a prominent farmer re- 
siding in Ann Arbor town. The plain- 
tiff was represented by. M. J. Lehman 
and Lee N. Brown,jand the defendant 
by J. Willard Babbitt, D. C. Griffin and 
Frank Jones, 

Twenty-seven men were called before 
both sides were satisfied with the jury. 
Tine case has been hanging fire since 
October, 1896. : = 

Mr. Lehman’s sensational opening of 
the case was as follows: ‘‘On Feb. 5, 
1892, and for some time previous, the 
plaintiff, John Smith, had a life’ estate 
in 120 acres of land ‘in Superior. That 
is, he had the use of it,as long as he, 


lived, and on his death it reverted to 


his children. This land was valued at 
$8,000, He also had the 
personal property, of which the esti- 
mated. value was $1,000. Mr, 
a man of feeble intellect and weak in 
body and subject to undue influence. 
Mr. Smith was acquainted with the de- 
fendant, Mr. Eaton, but would not have 
any dealings with him on account of 
‘some prejudice. It is charged by the 
plaintiff that Mr. Eaton employed Wil- 
liam’ E. Bell, in whom he had confi- 
denice, and Roland Fletcher and Victor 
Sandford to. make a deal for him. In 
the meantime Mr. Eaton had acquired 
the interest of the children in the Smith 
Mr. Eaton employed Mr. Bell 
to bring about a deal by which the old 
man was defrauded out of his property. 

“There was a man named John P. 
Reed, who had the title to what, was 
known at the Whittaker Tavern, which 
was worth only $5007 One or ‘more of 
the above gentlemen made a deal W ith 
Mr. Reed—that is, they figured in the 
deal.

The case was taken to the supreme 
court, where itiwas presented with full- 


“ness and ability, but a majority of the 


court held that the judgment of the 
lower court should be reversed, not 
upon the ‘theory that the ordinance- of 


from the Bible’ read without note or 
comment did not constitute the reader 
a teacher of religion. 

Justice Moore vigorously dissented 
from this opinion, but of course the mo- 
jority prevailed and the decision be- 
came the law of this state. 

I am -told that’ “political influenices 
have prevented the use of the book in 
the Detroit schools the present year, 
but that the offilcers are contemplating 
the resumption of the readings. 

How general the practice may become 
in this state under the influence of that 
decision perhaps no one may say, but I 
regard the opinion of the majority of 
the court as a public misfortune. 

It was admitted in the argument of 
that case before the supreme court that 
the book’ is “devoted almost entirely to 
the subject of religion,” but the major- 
ity of the judges held that the words 
“teacher of religicn’’ used in the con- 
stitution are synonymous with the word 
minister,
